Health center shuttle may end 


Law requires. 
equal service 
for disabled

The McDonald Health Center 
shuttle service is currently being 
reviewed to decide whether the 
program will be continued for fall 
1993. 

One of the problems with the 
service is that the law requires it 
“must provide comparable ser- 
vice” for, everyone, said Ryan L. 
Thomas, associate dean of 
Student Life. 

Since shuttle vans are not 

equipped with wheelchair lifts 
and the shuttle drivers are not 
trained for wheelchair transfers, 
service is not available for wheel- 
chair patrons. 
Gary B. Brimley, assistant 
director of Health Services, said 
the health center cannot add the 
necessary equipment needed to 
cater to wheelchair patrons 
because of financial reasons. In 
order to facilitate these people, 
the health center would have to 
buy a vehicle with a hydraulic lift 
and also hire full-time shuttle 
drivers. 

Thomas said this year has been 
a “period of experimentation.” He 
said the service will be evaluated 
in all areas — including finan- 
cial. 

The health center is eager to 
comply with the law and to con- 
tinue to serve students through 
the shuttle program, Thomas

Parked cars targeted 
during burglary spree

Car burglars apparently went on 
a spree early Wednesday morning, 
breaking into and stealing equip- 
ment from nearly 20 automobiles 
parked near apartment complexes 
in Provo. 

The criminals targeted cars 
parked on streets surrounding com- 
plexes such as Raintree, Centennial 
and Liberty Square. 

“We usually average about one or 
two (car break-ins) a day, but every 
once in a while we get a night 
where they knock the dickens. out of 
us,” said Lt. Greg Duvall of Provo 
Police. “Last night was one of those 
nights.” 

Police said the burglars mostly 
took stereos, CD players and speak- 
ers from cars, some of which were 
unlocked. Other cars that were 
locked had windows broken and/or 
doors forced open. 

Police hesitated to estimate dam- 
age, but stolen property alone likely 
added up to several thousand dol- 
lars. Vandalism damage to the 
vehicles, including broken windows 
and doors, is probably in excess of 
$10,000. An official figure was still 
unavailable as of Wednesday night. 

Kerry Hammock, a BYUSA advi- 
sor, and his wife had their car bro- 
ken into and a CD player stolen. 


“The window was broken and the 
door was pretty well ripped apart. 
Altogether it’s about $2,000 worth 
of damage,” Hammock said. 

He said a neighbor’s account indi- 
cates his car was probably burglar- 
ized between 7 a.m. and 7:20 a.m. 
The car was parked near 600 
North, 600 East, 

Hammock said when they brought 
their car to a paint and glass shop, 
they met two others who had expe- 
rienced similar break-ins. However, 
he said the others had radar detec- 
tors stolen and were hesitant to 
report the theft to the police. 

Duvall said police have not locat-. 
ed any witnesses yet, and have no 
suspects in the crimes. They do, 
however, suspect the break-ins are 
connected because of their proximi- 
ty and similarity. The first incident 
occurred at 3:43 a.m. and the rest 
followed rapidly afterward. 

Locations of cars burglarized 
include 200 West at about 1850 
North, 400 East and 600 North, 
1100 East around 450 North, Elm 
Avenue and two others. 

Police said in a few instances the 
cars were either entered through an 
unlocked door or. broken into, but 
no property was taken.

A brother and sister, charged with first degree murder of the woman’s 
husband, were freed from jail Monday while prosecutors prepare for a 
preliminary hearing next month, a Spanish Fork Circuit Court clerk 
said. 

Spanish Fork residents Troy Sidwell, 27, and Julia Hazel, 29, both of 
7637 S. Riverbottoms Road, were charged with the Feb. 19 chest-stab- 
bing murder of Hazel’s husband, Larry Hazel, 32. 

Detective Sgt. Scott W. Carter of the Utah County Sheriffs office said 
county patrolmen responded to a 911 call from a neighbor who reported 
concerns of domestic violence at 7637 S. Riverbottoms Road. 

“Both of them were at the house where he died. She (Hazel) was there 
when we arrived. He arrived a few minutes later. Interviews were con- 
ducted for a few hours, then they were arrested,” Carter said. “The med- 
ical examination determined the cause of death was a stab wound to the 
‘chest.” 

Sidwell and Hazel were released without supervision and are sched- 
uled to appear at a Spanish Fork Circuit Court prepminey hearing 
April 15 at 9:30 a.m, the court clerk said. 


FBI arrests second bombing suspect 


NEWARK, N:J. — A Palestinian-American chemical engineer was 
ordered held without bail Wednesday on a charge of helping to bomb the 
World Trade Center. He became the second suspect directly linked to the 
fatal blast. 

Nidal A. Ayyad, 25, was arrested at his suburban Maplewood home by 
an FBI SWAT team. He was brought before a magistrate on a complaint 
charging him with “aiding and abetting the malicious damage and 
destruction” of the trade center. 

Ayyad, a Kuwaiti-born naturalized American citizen, was linked to 
Mohammed Salameh, charged last week with renting the van used to 
carry the bomb that devastated the skyscraper complex Feb. 26, killing 
five people. 


Senate Judiciary Committee approves Reno 


WASHINGTON — Janet Reno won unanimous approval Wednesday 
from the Senate Judiciary Committee to become the nation’s first female 
attorney general after hearings that one lawmaker called “a veritable 
lovefest.” 

The panel’s action sent her nomination toward a vote in the full Senate, 
.where she is expected to win easy confirmation and complete President 
Clinton’s Cabinet. Committee Chairman Joseph Biden said he hoped the 
vote could take place by week’s end. 

“T think from the time Ms. Reno is sworn in that the American people 
will know that they do have a friend, that they do have an advocate, that 
they really do have a people’s counsel,” Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D- 
Mass., said just before the Judiciary vote. 

Said Sen. Dianne Feinstein, D-Calif.: “I think, in fact, it is history in the 
making, and I am very proud to be here to be part of it.” 

The vote was 18-0. 


Fed report claims economy improving 


WASHINGTON — The nation’s Federal Reserve bank presidents said 
Wednesday the economy shows numerous signs of improvement with the 
notable exceptions of New England and California, where huge job losses 
and defense cutbacks continue to depress growth. 

- The 12 Fed presidents delivered a generally upbeat report at an 
unprecedented group appearance before the Senate Banking Committee. 

Republicans charged the session was called by Democrats solely to 
strong-arm Fed officials into adopting a potentially inflationary mone- 
tary stance to accommodate President Clinton. 

In the testimony and in the Fed’s latest economic outlook, which was 
also released Wednesday, central bank officials found the econo has 
been generally improving since the beginning of the year. 

_They noted that retail sales were strong in January, factory output has 
been generally higher, demand for business loans has been rising and 
most regions of the country were enjoying strong housing activity. 

The notable exceptions to the good news were in California and New 
England, two regions of the nation hit hard by the plunge in real estate 
prices and cutbacks in the defense industry.

Economists disagree 
on Utah’s job future

Utah’s unemployment rate has 
stayed stable through the recent 
recession, but state and local econ- 
omists disagree about which areas 
will be hit hardest after a round of 
layoffs and closures. 

Companies such as Novell, 
Thiokol, Sears Telecatalog, 
Signetics and Fred Meyer have 
either laid off workers or closed 
their doors in recent months. The 
unemployment rate, however, has 
stayed stable. 

Richard Bradford, executive 
director of the Utah’ Valley 
Economic Development Agency, 
said there have been at least 1,500 
new jobs created in technology that 
offset the closure of Signetics and 


_ Sears Telecatalog. 


Doug Jex, an economist for the 
state’s Community and Economic 
Development Department, said 
entry-level jobs wouldn’t be affect- 


ed by the recent layoffs statewide 


because many of the lost jobs are in 
defense or manufacturing. While 


these industries are weak, Jex said 
areas such as construction, busi- 
ness services, health care, software 
and finance are all strong right 
now. 

Ken Jensen, who is a labor mar- 
ket economist for the state, said 
the outlook is bleaker today for, col- 
lege graduates looking to start a 
career in Utah because there is so 
much competition for so few jobs. 

Jensen said most student jobs 
would be preserved, even with lay- 
offs and closures..He said, however, 
that entry-level jobs usually taken 
by students may be taken by 
skilled: job hunters who can’t find 
anything better. He also said com- 


panies may be working permanent 


employees harder and not hiring 
temporary or summer employees. 

DeLance Squire, the executive 
director of Orem’s Commission for 
Economic Development, said the 
student job market will probably be 
negatively affected by the closure 
of Sears Telecatalog. But, he said, 
he is amazed by how well the coun- 
ty, absorbed the loss of Signetics. 


$66 billion cut 
under Senate plan

WASHINGTON — Democratic- 
led congressional panels pushed 
ahead Wednesday on budgets bear- 
ing the heavy imprint of President 
Clinton, but cutting spending far 
more than he has asked. House 
budget writers easily rejected a 
Republican deficit-cutting plan. 

“This budget ....is primarily about 
getting our economic house in order 
and moving our nation forward,” 
said House Budget Committee 
Chairman Martin Olav Sabo, D- 
Minn., as Democrats worked in 
high gear to speed the administra- 
tion’s economic package through 
Congress. 

The House and Senate budget 
committees were working on simi- 
lar $1.5 trillion spending plans for 
1994 that would retain the essence 


- of Clinton’s month-old economic 


initiative: tax increases on the rich, 
defense cuts and more money for 
road-building and other projects. 
Both Democratic-written mea- 
sures would set guidelines for chop- 
ping more than $500 billion from 
the federal deficit over the next five 
years, adding tens of billions of dol- 
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lars to the reductions Clinton pro- 
posed. 

But while the House measure 
would find its extra savings exclu- 
sively by paring spending, the 
Senate would include $22 billion in’ 
higher levies than Clinton sought, 
and postpone until after 1998. 
about one-fifth of his plans to boost 
spending on high-tech and other 
projects. 

Each package promised to leave 
the padee: shortfall at $254 billion 
next year — more than $40 billion 
lower than would occur without 
action. Each would also shave pro- 


jected 1998 gaps of nearly $400 bil- . 


lion closer to $200 billion. 

Overall, the Senate plan adds $66 
billion in spending cuts and higher 
taxes to the president’s five-year 
cuts. Senate Budget Committee 


‘Chairman James Sasser, D-Tenn., 


used a figure of $96 billion, also 
including savings from. reducing 
government borrowing, and doing 


it in a less expensive way.

Twentysomethings 
to pay abortion tab 


A new abortion pill wants into the United States. 

This poses yet another threat to the pro-life battalion, while fueling pro- 
choicers on to fight for the “right.” But one aspect of abortion neither side has 
addressed is the problems increased abortions and the subsequent lower birth 
rates could bring to the economic future of young people in America, the “twen- 
tysomethings.” 

Twentysomethings are those born after about 1960 and have baby boomers for 
parents. Their retirement could be in jeopardy as more and more people choose 
not to have children, and easier abortion methods won’t help the matter. 

When the Social Security was started, there were about. seven workers for 

every retiree in the United States. But with advanced medical care, early 
retirements and a decreasing birth rate, that ratio changed. Now there are only 
three people in the work force for every retired person. 
- U.S. News and World Report quotes Sen. Daniel Patrick Moynihan saying 
people now in their 30s earning an average income of $23,700 will, in the year 
2020 upon retirement, receive only 76 percent of what they put into the Social 
Security trust fund. Those who venture into the $57,600-a-year range will 
reportedly only get back 53 percent. : 

53 percent? 

There are 1.6 million abortions every year, and the number i increases annual- 
ly. The new RU486 pill would make abortions easier, and eliminate the need 
for surgery or intrusive procedures. If the new pill is legalized, more abortions 
will be done and fewer people will have children. 

This means there will be fewer people in the work force when the twentysome- 
things retire, which translates into decreased funding for their Social Security. 
They may not even get 53 percent. . 

What the economy needs is more families. When today’ s baby boomers were in 
diapers the average household in America had four people. Today only 26 per- 
cent of all households have four people or more. In 1955 there were 24 births 
per 1000 women, but in 1990 there were only 16.7 percent. Easier abortion 
methods are only going to lubricate the wheels of this runaway trend. 

Abortions alone aren’t the only cause of the shrinking American families, and 
rejecting this new pill won’t immediately solve the economic problems of the 
twentysomethings. But we believe keeping the RU486 out of America will help 
slow down the tide, and could be a powerful first step in focusing people onto 
the challenges of the next generation. They deserve more than 53 percent. 


Multicultural center 
will target ignorance 


About 500 Native Americans attended BYU a decade ago. But according to 
BYU records, fewer than 100 Native Americans are current students. The uni- 
versity is failing to understand the needs of ethnic and minority students. Last 
semester, 10 African-Americans left BYU — and not because they graduated. 
The students were competent, but just felt “left out.” 

The newly organized BYU Minority Leadership Council is considering a pro- 
posal to create a new cultural enrichment center to accommodate the needs of 
minority students. If approved, the center will provide counseling for students 
struggling to adapt to BYU’s unique culture: — 

Furthermore, it will prepare students to live in the real world with programs 
to increase cultural sensitivity. The U.S. Census Bureau projects white males 
will make up less than 20 percent of the work force by the year 2000. 

Students must learn to interact with minorities and exhibit respect for differ- 
ences in race and culture. The cultural center would employ a culturally. 
diverse team to help students learn about interaction with minorities. Guest 
professor Clint Wilson, from Washington D.C.’s Howard University, said BYU 
students can get a glimpse of the world outside of Provo by increasing cultural 
awareness and sensitivity. 

One national corporation stopped recruiting BYU students and graduates 
because of their inability to communicate with minorities. The company said 
the recruits were qualified and competent, but couldn’t handle multicultural- 
ism. 

Some may contend BYU already has a multicultural center, but in reality, 
this office does little more than assist with financial aid and academic support. 
Their efforts often hinder minority students, says Tony Yapias, president of the 
Utah County Latino Council. He notes that the current multicultural office pro- 
vides financial assistance and some academic support to students who qualify 
for roulticultural scholarships. 

The cultural center would eNplingi7e involvement with other students to 
increase understanding between students of different cultures. 

The center will also work to understand different cultures by looking at indi- 
vidual differences. The current multicultural office offers assistance to 
Lamanites and blacks, but excludes Asian-Americans. Lamanites encom- 
pass a number of different cultures, including Polynesian, Hispanic and Native 
Americans. These cultures cannot be meshed into one generic title when deal- 
ing with individual students. 

The New York Times points out many cultural problems, such as drop-out 
rates, on college campuses result from a lack of understanding of cultural val- 
ues and backgrounds. For example, many Hispanics say they left school to sup- 
port parents or family members, but were labeled “lazy” or “quitters” for doing 
so. Too many college administrators attribute academic inability to what is 
. actually cultural conflict. The cultural center would work with individual stu- 
dents to resolve these conflicts and encourage interaction with the community 
to diminish cultural barriers. 

While a new cultural center would need separate funding, The Daily Universe 
believes it makes for a worthy investment. It will pay off with a more diverse 
student body — as minority students will be more likely to enroll and stay at 
_ BYU with support. We believe culturally sensitive students are better prepared 
to deal with an ever-increasing diverse nation.

License cost 
To the editor: 

The death of the infant Richard 
Christensen is a terrible tragedy, but your 
call for stricter state licensing is a non 
sequitur. It is an instructive example of the 


‘current practice of eschewing individual 


responsibility in favor of more intervention 
by a paternalistic government. 

Licensing works badly for several rea- 
sons. First, incumbent license holders use 
the system to prevent entry by competitors 
in order to keep prices high. Second, regu- 
lations tend to be rigid and thus rule out 
desirable options as well as undesirable 
ones. (Consider the FDA.) Third, and espe- 
cially in the case of child care, what can be 
hidden from a consumer, can ‘often be hid- 
den from a government bureaucrat. In 
practice, licensing adds little while costing 
much. 

With or without licensing, there will be 
unscrupulous providers of services. There 
are and should be laws against fraud, 
theft, assault and murder. When providers 
misrepresent their product, especially 
when their product endangers the well- 
being of their customers or their cus- 
tomers’ children, they should be prosecut- 
ed in civil or criminal courts.

efforts of the BYU-Public School 
Partnership. 

Fourth and fifth graders will be 
bussed in from Alpine, Jordan and 
Provo School Districts to sing 
simultaneously with children all 
over the United States for the 
National Music in Our Schools pro- 
gram.

“They are really excited and look-

She said children at about the 
fifth grade level, especially boys, 
can develop negative attitudes and 
stereotypes about singing. 


She said this event will expose © 


them to the excitement and thrill of 
singing with other children and 
hopefully dispel some of the stereo- fi 
types.

While it seems commendable, 
contributing to a charity without 
knowing what the charity supports 
may result in donor rip-off. 

The most common mistake made 
by donors is contributing to sound- 
alike charities, said Bill Beadle, 
president of the Better Business 
Bureau of Utah. 

For example, someone may call 
asking for contributions for the 
Cancer Association and the donor 
may confuse the charity’s name 
with the American Cancer Society. 

“People are being ripped off and 
don’t even know it,” Beadle said, “I 
may call someone up and say 
‘Would you like to contribute to the 
Beadle Heart Fund?’ They then 
donate $100. I send $1 to the 
University of Utah for heart 

’ research and keep the rest for 
myself.” i 

Several things can be done to 
avoid contributing to a false. chari- 
ty, Beadle said. He suggests donors 
ask questions, be wary of the 
caller’s reluctance to answer rea- 
sonable questions and don’t suc- 
cumb to pressure to give money on 
the spot. 

Donors should always make the 
contribution by a check made out to 
the charity, not an individual, and 
should not be fooled by names 
which look or sound impressive or 
closely resemble the name of a 
familiar organization, Beadle said. 
He also suggests investigating the 
organization with the local Better 
Business Bureau. 

“Those who contribute to charita- 
ble organizations need to be aware 
of the potential risk involved in not 
understanding what they are con- 
tributing,” he said. 

Several free pamphlets and book- 
lets offering advice about making 
donations to charities are available 
at Better Business Bureau offices. 

“We have published information 
for the public about charitable 
donations,” Beadle said. 

“They just need to be aware of 
what goes on and how to handle 
donating.” 


The Utah Solicitation Guide was
